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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1, 3-8, 13-15, 17, 18, 20, 22-36 are pending in the application. Claims 1, 3-7, 13, 
17, 18, 20, 23-28, 30-32 are withdrawn from consideration for being directed to non-elected 
subject matter. Claims 8, 14, 15, 22, 29 and 33-36 are currently under examination. 

This Office Action is in response to the Amendment filed on 4/29/03. 

Election/Restrictions 

In response to the restriction requirement mailed on 7/2/02 (paper no. 10), Applicants 
elected Group III, claims 8, 14, 15, 22 and 29, for examination. In paper no. 10, it is indicated 
that Applicants should elect one sequence if the elected claims recite more than one SEQ ID. 
Since the original claims in Group III do not recite any SEQ ID, this election was not required. 
However, the newly amended claims of Group III and newly added claims 33-36 in Amendment 
D (paper no. 14) recite 16 nucleic acid sequence and 17 amino acid sequence. As such, 
Applicants are required to elect one nucleic acid sequence and the corresponding amino acid 
sequence represented by its SEQ ID number for examination.
